I realized at once that it was 


robbery, but before I had time to. act 
that big gun was aimed at my h'ead 
and in gruff tones came the command 
iii quick succession:. 


"'Hands up! Hands up!' 
"Both Murray' and myself, of course, 


lost no time in complying. The high- 
wayman then walked behind the bar, 
rapidly to be sure, but still not in a 
nervous way. 
He -opened 
the 
till, 


pushed aside the small change and took 
the gold and the large money. 
"We 


had our hands up all the time. The 
robber after securing all the money 
he wanted, backed from behind the 
bar and to the door. As he was going

A^ protest, has been sent to Senator 


Nixon to be forwarded to the postal 
authorities calling for an alteration of 
the plans of the proposed government 
building in Reno.
